The most notable exhibition of manu- 
scripts ever held publicly in ‘New York 
begins today in .the miain:. exhibition 
room of ‘the New York Public Library, 
Forty-second Street and. Fifth ‘Avenue, 
The material is from the collection be- 
gun by the Jate /J.. Pierpont Morgan 
and continued by his son. ‘The exhi- 
bition will continue- until March 1. 


“This collection, which iricludes original 
manuscripts. and drawings by English 
authors, has never been exhibited in its 
entirety before. Last Winter Mr. Mor- 
gan conveyed Kis yarious collections and 
the library that. houses them at 35 East 

. Thirty-sixth Street, adjoining his home, 
to a board of trustees to become a 
public institution. Since That time one 
exhibition, in which. American manu- 
scripts were shown, has;been held at 
the Public Library. 

The present exhibition, is considered 
temarkable not only because it con- 
tains the original manuscripts of some 
of, the most celebrated works of Eng- 
Yash literature, but because of its 
breadth and completeness. Excepting 
Perhaps Shakespeare, Chaucer and 
Spenser, whose times. produced no au- 
thentic manuscripts of importance, there 
are few names of any considerable mo- 
ment aniong English authors which ere 
mot represented. = : 

Priceless Relies on View. 


The visitor who enters the main exhi- 
_ bition room today and subsequent days 
of thé exhibition will find himself among 
literary -reli¢s that are. priceless. ‘Thére 
is no accepted basis on which their value 
could be determined, though it cost mil- 
lions in money and much time'\on the 
part of the Morgans, father and son, 
to bring together the library of which 
they are a part: They. will be carefully 
guarded while they are on exhibition. 
There are forty-seven cases containing 
more than five hundred separate exhib- 
its of manuscripts and four cases of 
drawings. 

The exhibition expected to create 
great public inter Teachers of Eng- 
lish literature from public school grades 
to university classes who seek to make 
their subject live in the minds of their 
students, as well as lovers. of sacngeat 
who never studied it in the schools, 
considered likely to be the first of aa 
ever-increasing throng of visitors to 
view the exhibition.

Wheat Men Prospered Most, the 
Average Operator Making 2 
» Per Cent, on Own Capital.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—American ag- 
riculture is in the best position; it has 
held since 1920, according to the annual 
report of the Secretary of* Agriculture, 
and prospects are that ‘the gross income 
from agri€ultural products in the United 
States for the crop year 1924-25 may 
reach about $12,000,000,000. In the crop 
year 1923-24 the gross income from such 
products was. $11,500,000,000, and in 
1921-22 it was $9,500,000,000. 

The report is that of Henry M. Wal- 
lace. It has just been transmitted to 
President Coolidge by Secretary Gore, 
Mr. Wallace’s successor, who informed 
the President ‘that although Mr. Wallace 
never saw the final draft of the report, 
it was. prepared.under Mr. Wallace's 
direction and is bélieved to express his 
views regarding the agricultural ‘situa- 
tion. 

Prices of many crops, the report de- 
clares; are at the highest point in four 
years, and the costs of production: have 
declined from the tiigh point 6f the de- 
pressidn period. This year‘s harvest is 
declared to have been in many respects 
the finest in five years. Although not 
the greatest in volume of products, it is 
described: as having been the best. bal- 
anced and as having represented the best 
income. 


Farm Presperity Brought Nearer. 


“The showing. of. 1924,"" says the re- 
port, “brings agricultural prosperity 
nearer, although the improvement it rep- 
resents has not yet. lasted quite long 
enough to produce any marked better- 
ment in the finances of the farmer.”’ 

The report contains the views of Sec- 
retary Wallace on agricultural coopera- 
tion, which, he asserted, should be kept 
free frém domination by Government 
agencies or. commercial interests. 

"Good, sound growth in the coopera- 
tive movement,”’ says the report, “‘has 
been somewhat retarded in recent years 
by overenthusiastic persons who have 
held it up as a panacea for all the ills 
from which the farmers are suffering. 
The mere organization df a cooperative 
association is not the end to be attained. 
It is only the beginning. Success in 
cooperation depends on finding men ca- 
pable| of running cooperative assocta- 
tions, on the loyal support of the mem- 
bership and on getting a sufficient vol- 
ume of business. 

“Some converts- tothe cooperative 
movement urge that the Government 
should proceed to organize the farmers 
in cooperative associations. But, if the 
Government should ask farmers. to join 
some particular cooperative association 
it would put itself in the position of 
guaranteeing an enterprise without 
having an authoritative voice in its 
management. There jis confusion in the 
minds of promoters of cooperative en- 
terprises as to waat,, the Garcromene 
may properly do.’ 

Bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress in ‘the~ last two years which 
would put the Government squarely 


into the business of promoting coopera- 


tive associations. the report points out. 

‘These bills.” it continues, ‘would 
set up a great Federal overhead agency 
and secondary boards of control, and 
would have these bodies assume control 
of a number of highly important activ- 
ties, such as the dissemination of mar- 
ket news, a service which is already

NEGOTIATIONS ARE NOW ON 


A Compromise May Be Effected on 
the Penalties Assessed Against 
New York Woman. 


Jewels and gowns valued at $60,000, 
owned by Mrs. Irving I. Bloomingdale, 
wife of a partner in . Bloomingdale 
Brothers, ‘are at the United States Ap- 
praisers’ Stores and will remain there} 
until $120,000 in duties and ane 
is paid. 

The jewels, including an exceptionally | 
fine necklace of twenty,pearis, were 
‘seized by customs inspectors upon the 
arrival of the Aquitania of the Cunard 
Line on Nov. 14. “News of the second 
largest customs seizure at this port in 
reeent years did not, however, come out 
until late yesterday. 

The seizure was made by pier in- 
spectors who alleged that Mrs. Bloom- 
ingdale had neglected to disclose the 
$60,000 worth of foreign purchases in 
her declaration form. It was said that 
the search for the purchases came as 
the result of a tip to the Paris repre- 
sentative of the Treasury Department. 
This tip, it was said, came from the 
French jeweler who sold Mrs, Bloom- 
ingdale the necklace. Customs. tipsters 
share in the fines imposed by ‘this 
Government.

Efforts to ascertair Mrs. Blooming- 
-dale’s side of the- story’ ffé6m* her at |: 
the Bloomingdale home, 850 Park, Ave- 
nue, brought the ‘response that she qnd}- 
her husband left yesterday for a trip 
out. of. town over the week-end. : 

Phitip Elting, Colféctor of the Port, 
reached at his home in Kingston, N. Y., 
confirmed the fact of thé seizure having 
been made oh information supplied 
abroad, but said that all he knew about 
the matter was that some $60,000. worth 
of property had been takén from ‘‘a Mrs. 
Bloomingdale’ on the pier. He said he 
had heard ‘‘something’’ about a peal 
mecklaee, and finally referred inquiries 
to his aid,- Deputy. Collector Henry C. 
Stuart. 

Mr. Stuart also proved to have little 
knowledge of the seizure. He thought 
that Mrs. Bloomingdale had arrived on 
a steamship of another line, arriving. at 
a totally different date. He. did, how- 
eve:, know that the necklace was among 
the things seized, and said that a lawyer 
named Wolf had called several times at 
the Collector’s office in connection with 
\the seizure. This attorney, he said, rep- 
resented Mrs. Bloomingdale, 

“I understand,” said F. J. H. Kracke, 
Appraiser of the Port, ‘“‘that negotia- 
tions are under way to effect a com- 
promise on the fines and penalties.”’ 

Says Pearls Are of Rare Beauty. 

He added that “the sare beauty and 
‘exceptional quality of the pearls made 
it virtually impossible for Mrs. Bloom- 
ingdale to bring these into ‘the bs soca 
undeclared.’’ 

The Appraiser said that the siopatier 
was in his custody, and that experts 
have assessed their value. He said that 
he -knew little of the circumstances of 
the seizure, gaining his first knowledge 
of it when the gems and wearing ap- 
parel we-e turned over to him for valua- 
‘tion and safekeéping. 

Collector Elting, who said that he 
would need to consult the records to 
refresh his memory, said that to his 
knowledge no part of the fine had as 
yet been paid.

Mrs: De Silver did 
not see her husband again. 

Mr. De Silver had just stepped on 
‘the platform of the speeding express 
when it passed: the freight depot at 
Rye. Opposite the depot ‘the tracks are 
laid on a curve. Presumably he had 
just released his grip when the train 
lurched on the curve, and he was hurled 
to the ground. His head struck the 
side of the depot platform and-his body 
Was picked up thirty feet further on: 

Engineer Seés Accident. 

The only person who saw the accident 
was Frank Schmidt, engineer of a west- 
‘bound ttain that arrived at Rye at 
11:38 o'clock. Schmidt's train was pull- 
ing out of Rye when No. 88, the express 
that .departed from the Grand Central 
at 11 o’clock, passed. Schmidt said -he 
saw Mr. De Silver fall from the door- 
way. According to Schmidt Mr. De 
Silver. was crossing the platforms, be- 
tween the first two cars, The place 
where he fell is about 150 feet west of 
the passenger station. 

Schmidt stopped his train to notify the 
station agent. The police were called 
and Chief Balls arrived before a doctor 
could be found.

2,462 RESCUED IN YEAR 
BY THE COAST GUARD 


Examined the Papers of 46,152 
Ships, Setting a New Record, 
It Says in Annual Report. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Despite the 
annually increasing duties loaded onto 
the United States Coast Guard through 
new legislation, it was able in the last 
fiscal year to establish a record in the 
work for which it was originally 
created—the protection of life and prop- 
ery on the high seas and. prevention of 
smuggling. 

The annual report of the Guard, made 
public tonight. discloses that in the 
twelve months , Bmrncng, Tier mag July 1,. men 
from Coast Guard ats and stations

INSURANCE FOR WORKERS. 

Insurance, it seems, is to be the 
next venture of labor in the field of 
kusiness. The Resolutions Committee 
of the American Federation of Labor 
Convention in El Paso reported that it 
was favorably impressed ‘‘ with the 
** proposal that organized labor should 
engage in a joint insurance enter- 
** prise owned and controlled by organ- 
**ized labor, based on the American 
‘‘experience table of mortality and 
**'safeguarded so as to fully protect 
**the rights and interests of every 
** member insured.’’ On the basis of 
this report President GomPrrRs was 
authorized to call a ‘* voluntary con- 
ference ’’ within a year of representa- 
tives of unions affiliated with the 
federation to take action on the pro- 
posal. This is not the first ‘time that 
the question of insurance has been 
considered by the federation. In 1914 
it endorsed the advisability of an in- 
surance department within the organ- 
ization. The plan proposed at that 
time was .to offer voluntary straight 
life policies to members of affiliated 
unions and then extend the facilities 
of the department ‘‘ to other forms of 
benefits as experience warranted.” 
Two years later, however, the plan 
was abandoned. ‘‘ After considering 
“‘the establishment of an insurance de- 
partment,’’ says the 1916 report, ‘‘ we 
“declare that it is impractical and ill- 
** advised."* 

Several factors have contributed to 
the federation’s renewal of interest in 
insurance, Group insurance, taken 
out by employers covering their em- 
ployes as a group, has spread with 
remarkable rapidity. Already half a 
hundred large railroad systems have 
established’ such payments on their 
lines. Aside from the federation’s dis- 
approval of private insurance com- 
panies—the 1916 report says it is 
‘*unalterably opposed” to them and 
they *‘ should be eliminated from any 
“kind of industrial, social or health 
*‘ insurance ’’—group insurance itself 
is looked upon with disfavor. ‘“ The 
‘* purpose of group insurance by em- 
a ployers,”* says the committee’s re- 
port at El Paso, *‘is obvious. Its 
‘‘ influence is to chain the. beneficiary 
“to his employer.’’ j 

Then, too, several of the more pro- 
gressive unions in the federation have 
already taken steps to enter the in- 
surance-business, The International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers is 
forming a separate corporation to 
handle life insurance for its mem- 
bers. Several local unions of the 
United Mine Workers in the anthra- 
cite fields have already organized a 
corporation for the same purpose, 
which will begin active operations in 
the near future. It is said that this 
concern will write a $2,500,000 busi- 
ness at the start. The administration 
group in the federation sees which 
way the current is beginning to set 
and evidently wants to swim in that 
direction. The rapid rise of the labor 
banking business, which grew without 
any official husbanding by the fciera- 
tion officials and the fruits of which 
have not been theirs, is also a factor 
‘in the El Paso action. 

Still another element in the situa- 
tion is the rapid extension, in New 
York and other: garment centres, of 
unemployment, insurance, for workers 
by joint agreements with’ employers. 
This development has. come largely 
through the initiative of the more 
radical ‘‘ needle trades” unions. Two 
weeks ago an agreement was signed 
in the. offices of Jacosp Biuu.tkopr, 
Impartial Chairman of the men’s 
clothing industry in New York, where- 
by the Amalgamated Clothing. Workers 
atid the men’s clothing acturers 
have set up a system of inemploy: 
ment insurance for’ 50,000 workers 
here by contribptions of 8 per cent. of 
the weekly payroll in the industry, 
taken equally from the employers and 
the union: members.

Thereafter Castro was tke: man on 
horseback until JUAN VINCENTE 
GQMEz, a more robust character, took 
his measure and drove him from the 
country to become a wanderer on the 
face of the earth, sometimes futilely 
plotting a return to power in a Carib- 
bean island, at other times living in 
what state he might muster in Berlin 
or Madrid. 

Castro as a dictator always worked 
for his pocket, amassing several mil- 
lions of bolivars, all of which, how- 
ever, was not loose cash. As a spec- 
ulator he loved his native land. When 
he lost his grip upon it he left behind, 
in hands as predatory as his own, 
many valuable properties.’ He, the 
arch-grafter, lamented that he had 
been despoiled. In the evening of life 
at San Juan he occupied a shabby 
house on an obscure street, the lux- 
uries that he had once reveled in 
denied him. At Caracas he had drunk 
champagnes ‘‘ bottled for the Presi- 
dent-General,’’ and smoked the choic- 
est of Havana cigars.

30 had never worn shoes. Displaced, 
exiled in fact, by the hardier Gomez, 
the patriot who had been likened to 
NAPOLEON, buft-was really a composite 
of Twrep and BarNuM, with a touch 
of Nero, for he was relentlessly cruel, 
roamed the world with what funds he 
carried away in his haste.

Three times before Castro bowed to 
the inevitable and retired to San Juan 
he came to New York, only to wrangle 
with the immigration authorities and 
to hear from the State Department 
that he was an undesirable ex-dictator 
of Venezuela... ‘‘ Moral turpitude,’’ 
as a remover of rivals to the Prebi- 
dency, was the ohly definite charge 
brought against him. It fitted him 
beyond doubt, for he had never had 
any principles and had stuck at noth- 
ing in disposing: of General Parapres 
and others; but the American law- 
yers engaged by Castro triumphed in 
the courts... ‘‘ You had better take in 
the Statue of Liberty,’ the little 
man said, ‘‘ if you are going to shut 
the door in my _ face,” and he 
laughed last. On his third. visit he 
was not molested, but he never tarried 
here long. He was ill and failing, 
wanted rest and treatment. He had 
gone up like a rocket and come down 
like the stick, his light extinguished.

Won Favor by Mad-Dog Story. 

A-mad dog whith bit two children in 
Newark, N. J., gave William C. Heick 
his first big opportunity in newspaper 
‘work and he was quick to take advan- 
tage of it. Mr, Reick, then a young man 
of 24, was Newark correspondent of The 
New York Herald; and his story of the 
incident led James Gordon Bennett the 
younger, owner of The Herald, to cable 
from Paris to have the two children sent: 
there to receive the antitoxin treatment 
for rabies which had just been discov- 
ered by Pasteur. 

Mr, Bennett was greatly interested in 
Pasteur’s discovery ahd up to that time 
no American patients had received the 
treatment. # Mr. Bennett's cablegram 
directed that The Herald man be sent 
along in charge of the children, and Mr. 
Reick, as the writer of the original 
stcry, was selected. 

The tradition is that Mr. Reick, real- 
izing the necessity for tting the pa- 
tients to Paris as quickly as possibile, 
obtained the consent of the children’s 
parents, and gt the patisots on a tug, 
chartered in the name of The Herald, to 
catch an outgoing ee down the 
bay. In any event, Mr. Reick went to 
Paris, met Mr. Bennett and so im- 
pas him that he first placed Mr. 

eick in charge - the London and Paris 
editions of The New York Herald and a 
year later made him city editor of The 
Herald, a place of first importance in 
the news department of that newspaper, 
which under Mr. Bennett had no titular 
managing editor.

BALAKLAVA SU RVIVOR DIES. 


Ellis H. Cutting, Perhaps Last of 
the Light Brigade, Was 87. 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa, Dec. 7.—Ellis 
H. Cutting, believed to have been the 
last survivor of the Light Brigade, of 
the immortal charge at the Battle of 
Balaklava during the Crimean War, 
died here today after being stricken 
with a paralytic stroke, the second dur- 
ing the past month. He was 87 years 
old. 

Mr. Cutting joined the British Army 
when he was 16 years old and took part 
in many campaigns.’

Into Troubled Homes. 


“OLD. FRIENDS SEND GIFTS 











This Year's Fund Starts With 
$1,302——Every Cent Goes to Lift 
Troubles of the Afflicted. 





Contributions of $1,302.92, all sent be~ 
fore this year's appeal for the neediest 
€ases was made, ‘have been received. 
‘A check for $100 came all the way 
from Vienna. One gift was a court 
award of $10, which was engorsed by the 
recipient in favor of the neediest cases. 
A third check was one of $500, which, the 
Progress Club of BHighty-eighth Street 
and Central Patk West gave to the 
neediest cases last May in cogmmemora- 
tion of’ the sixtieth anniversary of the 

{founding of the club. 
The stories of the hundred most dis- 
tressed families in New York were 
- printed Sunday and an appeal made to 
\ the public to help them and others sim- 
flarly afflicted. 

The publication of these cases presents 
opportunities ‘of saving life,-of making 
things easier for extreme sufferers, of 
giving families a new start.and of spar- 
ing children the agony of being taken 
away from their own homes ahd being 
placed in public institutions. 

In the typical case, tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia, cancer, accident or other cause 
has taken away the father and left a 
penniless mother with young children. 
They are in dread of the time when 
sheer want will make it necessary for 
children to go to orphan asylums. It 
is in the power of readers to prevent 
many pathetic. partings of this kind 
which are now threatened, — 

Other families are to be saved by en- 
abling the sick breadwinner—father or 
mother, daughter or sdn-—to recover 
health and go back to work. Aged 
couples—husband and wife, or mother 
and daughter, or sisters—will be made 
happy by being enabled to, spend the 
evening of life together in home which, 
becatuse of years and sickness, they can 
ho longer support by their own efforts. 

The distress that is described in these 
cases is: ordinarily hidden. The great 
concentration of people in New York 
City smothers the individual family and 
its misfortunes. The tragedies that oc- 
cur and the tragedies that impend in 
destitute homes are printed to enable 
the prayers of such households to reach 
a public that is generous when it is 
aroused. 

Every Cent Goes to Relief. 


Every cent that is given for the needi- 
est cases goes to buy the necessaries of 
life for those cases. There is no deduc- 
tion for intermediate costs of any kind. 

The relief in these cases does not mean 
a brief period of comfort followed by 
~ greater distress than ever. It means 

Learefully planned, constructive relief, 
the object of which is to rebuild the 
broken family until it can. become self- 
supporting. In every case shelter, food, 
clothing, medical attention and other 
necessaries are Dovided for a full year. 

Checks for the neediest cases are gift 
to sick mothers, fathers, children, of 
the means to get well; gifts of homes 
to families who are about to lose or 


who have lost them; gifts to crippled |’ 


and injured children of a chance to 
recover or to make the. best of their 
handicaps; gifts to mothers of their lit- 
tle ones who are either Im danger of 
going to orphan asylums or are there 
already; gifts to fatherless and mother- 
less boys and girls of a chance for hab- 
piness in a good foster home and of 
the opportunity to get a practica: edu- 
vation which will help them when the 
time comes to make their way in the 
“world. 

The first of the checks, which will 
work miracles of this kind for the 
neediest families in this year’s appeal, 
was received so long ago that it has 
already borne interest of $5.41. This 
was the anniversary gift of the Progress 
Club, which came last May with the 
following letter:

The first appeal was made in 1912 for 
the Hundred Neediest Cases. That 
brought contributions: totaling $3,630.88. 
Last year’s appeal brought $177,683.67, 
or, forty-nine times as much. The word 
‘hundred’’ js, therefore, a survival of 
the early years of the Neediest Cases. 

The public. response had become so 
generous by 1916 that 200 of New York’s 
neediest cases could be provided for. 
Since then the contributions have stead- 
ily increased and the number of families 
receiving relief has gro This’ year 
it is hoped that the public response will 
show another generous increase and that 


more families will be assisted to a new 
start than ever before. 


9,584 Gifts Last Year. <5 


There were 9,584 individual gifts to 
the Neediest Cases last year. The great 
majority of the gifts were checks from 
private individuals -who had _. been 
touched by what they had read. There 
also were gifts from many lodges and 
other organizations, from public and 
private schools, from churches and Sun- 
day school classes and from the em- 
ployes of a given department or floor in 
largé concerns. 

One man set aside a certain sum in 
his will for the cases, and every year a. 
check for $25 comes from hig estate. 
Old contributors have died, and/in many 
cases their sons and daughters have 
made it a matter of sentiment to keep 
up their contributions. to the Neediest 
Cases. 

Last year 697 gifts were made in 
honor of the memory of some loved one 
of the contributor. ‘ 

Checks for the Neediest have come 
front 
Cuba and from many countries of Eu- 
rope. 

Just before Christmas children have 
comé in staggering under the weight 
of -the pennies they have saved for 
the Neediest Cases. Many a dollar has 
come as a widow's mite. 

Hundreds -of gifts have come from 
children who ecided to give their 
Christmas money to the Neediest Cases 
instead of, spending it for. presents. 

Checks have come: with notes explain- 
ing that they represented ‘‘kitties’’ of 
bridge games which it was voted to 
send to the Neediest Cases. Dice and 
poker have made similar contributions. 

Over at Pompton, J., are some of 
the most beautiful dogs in .the world 
whose winnings in dog shows—and they 
have been substantial—have gone an- 
nually to’ the Neediest Cases. 

From time to time small sums da 
nated as ‘‘conscience money’’ have go 
to the Neediest Cases. Disputed bets: 
found money and other windfalls have 
sometimes swelled the total.

On the evé of his departure for Paris 
and London’the Bishop said: ‘‘This is 
the last time I shall take a share in any 
international gathering on this great

The Bishop said in a ‘statement that 
the first opium conference, which was 
confined to the opium-pr ing nations, 
had reached no agreement thus far, and 
that the second ‘conference, which will 
meet tomorrow, had nothing before it. 
The. first conference’s agreement, he 
added, was of a ‘character ‘‘that re- 
quires us. reluctantly, but under a stern | 
sense of duty, to fall baek on the 
American reservations and raise the 
question of what the second conference 
should do in’ the circumstances.” * / 

“To keep silence and: acquiesce in ‘the 
agreement,’ the statement of the Bisbop 
continues, “‘would’ make us delinguent 
in our responsibilities as signatories to 
the Hague Convention, which charges 
us, equally with the’ nations represented 
at the first: conference, with taking pro- 
gressive and effective measures for sup- 
pression of the use of prepared opium. 

' Hopes to Avoid Reproach. 

“If possible, we hope at this eleventh 
hour to save both ourselves {and the: 
signatories of the first conference agree- 
ment from the just reproach which is 
sure to be measured out. with unsparing 
hand to all who have made or may make 
themselves responsible for its provi- 
aions.”’ :

| If an Official statement of. attendance 
and, receipts were made: public by_ the 
race officials undoubtedly it would show 
‘that every previous record was surpassed 
for five ‘nights of the event. The only. 
hight which fell short of previous at- 
tendan ce figures was the closing night, 
which should have been the biggest night 
of the week. The promoters of the 
event ascribe the falling off in atten- 
dance on this night to\the word passed 
from mouth to mouth of the impossibility | 
of purchasing tickets, when, as a matter 
of fact, close to $5,000 worth of tickets’ 
were available for the final night of 
riding, at a time .when everybody 
thought there would be no tickets. 
Estimating the aggregate attendance 
at the race is difficult because of the 
absence of an official barometer. It is 
safe to say, however, that more than 
80,000 people paid thefr way into the 
Garden during the six days of riding and 
that the receipts will approach, if they 
do not exceed, $200,000. That this is a 
conservative estimate is indicated by the 
fact that in the December race of a 
year ago the records of the-grind show 
that between oe hours of 6 P. M. Friday 
evening and 6 M. Saturday morning 
a total of 31, 000 "people paid to get into 
the race. This record was exceeded for. 
‘these particular hours in the nace just 
closed. \ 
The’ race witnessed the downfall of 
one popular cycling idol and the eleva- 
tion of another. Alf Goullet, who 
through his years of brilliant riding has 
endeared himself to the hearts of all 
race followers, gave unmistakable evi- 
dence of having passed the- crest in his 
career and is expected soon to announce 
his retirement from these grinds in order 
to devote himself to the easier career 
of sprint riding. His passing will be 
regretted, for Goullet has been a credit 
to the sport as well as one Of its great- 
est exponents. To the place which will 
be left vacant when Goullet withdraws, 
young Bobby’ Walthour Jr. probably will 
succeed. This youngster showed every 
element of riding. ability ‘Which goes to 
make a leader, and. proved one of the 
most popular contenders in the race. 
The victory of McNamara and Van 
Kempen, attributable for the most part 
to the lion-hearted courage of McNa- 
mara and his desperate riding, was an 
honor for one of the veterans of the 
classic- who still is one‘of its most for- 
midable figures. Few conceded-McNa- 
mara a chance for victory before the 
start of the race, but the event was not 
forty-eight hours old before it was ap- 
rparent that the ‘‘iron man’’ would have 
to be considered.

YACHTING 








Following the meeting at the New 
York Yacht Club on Friday night, which 
{took up the matter of building in various 
classes, the outlook for racing on west- 
ern Long Island Sound in the season of 
1925 seems very bright. A building pro- 
gram of wider scope than has been 
noted in many years is under way and 
there is every reason to suppose that 
next year will see a record number of 
new boats under canvas. It may be-saic 
that national conditions are propitious 
just now fof yacht building, and this is 
a decided factor In giving the sport an 
upward trend. 

From present indications, there will 
be about thirty new boats in a trio of 
classes made up by the Seawanhaka 
schooners, the newly formed 18 foot rat- 
ing class and the Pequot Yacht Club 
unit of Class S. To these there will be 
added, of course, new yachts in the 
already numerous star class and in 
other divisions of smaller boats. Al! of 
which is a source of satisfaction to.rac- 
ing yachtsmen, as new construction is a 
om men of growth and progress in the 


weithough the much-discussed Class Q 
seems, to have been dropped into the 
discard for the time being in favor of 
the new 18-foot rating class, it is pos- 
sible that this is a good thing in a 
—— way. for the sport. In the 18- 
oot class there will probably be ten 
yachts built, while in Class Q there 
would not have been more than three or 
four at the start.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—The feature of 
the ‘financial situation in: London dur- 
ing the last week was the activity in 
the foreign . exchange market, with 
sterling the dominating factor. Ster- 
ling has compelled the attention of the 
financial world owing to its most re- 
markable'rise. In February. of 1923 
sterling reached $4.7114, this being the 
highest Jevel since the rate was un- 
pegged in March of 1919. ‘Within the 
last-few days the rate has.risen again 
to within 31%-cents of the high point, 
which. accounts for the widespread 
interest which has developed .in. the 
exchange market. A year ago the 
rate stood at $4.34%,, which serves to 
emphasize. the extent of the present 
recovery. 

It is difficult, in the view of finan- 
cial London, to advance any new rea* 
som for the marked change which has 
recently taken place. Discussion of 
the subject is wearing threadbare, but 
the best opinion of London still in- 
clines to the view that the rise is 
largely sentimental and really exag- 
gerates the situation, which, admitted- 
ly,. is better, but is not so good as 
might be supposed. We know that a 
year ago sterling was unduly de- 
pressed by irresponsible talk concern- 
ing the alleged intention’ of this coun- 
try to indulge in fresh inflatioti to as- 


sist in curing its unemployment dis- 
ease. 


The “City’s’? Skepticism. 


Equally, what are now strengthening 
factors are probably being too greatly 
emphasized. In saying this there is 


tance of sterling’s appreciation, but 
there is a desire here to keep the true 
perspective in this matter and to dis- 
courage the view that sterling’s re- 
turn to parity is merely a matter of 
days. 

So far as the visible trade movement 
is concerned, sterling’s course should 
be downward and not upward. On the 
other hand, there is no doubt that a 
good deal of American capital has for 
various reasons come to London dur- 
ing recent months, while British cap- 
ital has returned home. These rea- 
sons include the desire of’ American 
financial interests to make the most 
profitable use of funds possible and a 
keener appreciation by American in- 
vestors of the merits of European 
securities. 

Questions of Staple Prices. 


The trend of commodity price move- 

ments in England and the United 
States has also tended to enhance the 
value of sterling, while a further fillip 
has been given in the.last few days 
by tentative disoussion in America 
concerning the funding of the French 
debt.. Most of the reasons given: for 
sterling’s improvement are, therefore, 
more of a financial than commercial 
character, but by the best judges of 
the exchange market commercial rea- 
sons—in other. words, trade reasons— 
are held to be the most important, 
and these at the moment are receiv- 
ing least consideration by those 
whose zeal is probably outrunning 
their discretion. 
There is in fact a strong speculative 
character about this movement of 
sterling, ¢ 1d in most financial circles 
an early reaction is looked for. Such 
currencies as Dutch florins, French 
francs and Swedish kronen, which are 
virtually on a parity, with the dollar, 
have naturally depreciated in terms 
of sterling, and this has drawn greater 
attention to thei ~excharige position 
than would otherwise have been the 
case. Support for sterling, indeed, 
has been-very widespread.

RUBBER SHIPMENT. Ss 
EXCEED LAST YEAR'S 


World Production Estimated at 
414,000 Tons, With America 
Requiring 315,000. 


The world’s rubber shipments in Sep- 
tember of this year amounted to 38710 
tons, 1,410 tons being Brazilian and 
wild rubber and the balance plantation 
rubber from British Malaya, Java, Su- 
matra and Ceylon.’ The shipments of 
plantation rubber at the end of Septem- 
ber showed an increase of about 4,394 
tons. It is estimated that this year’s 
production of rubber will be 414,000 tons, 
of which amount, according to the Eng- 
lish Information Service of the Bankers 
Trust Company of New . York, 310,477 
tons had been shipped to the end of 
September, an increase of about 5,024

It is expected that. the United States 
will require 315,000 tons this year, hav- 
ing already used 224,741 tons. Reassess- 
ment of the “standard production’’ for 
British a vi has been made to date 
from Nov. 1923. This provides for 
shipments a 246,901 tons from British 
Malaya and tons from Céylon, a 
total of 300,935 tons. For. more thar’ 
twelve months the price of rubber has 
kept about 3d per pound under the 
pivotal price of 1s 3d, and in the mean- 
time the world’s stocks of crude rubber 
have fallen by at least 70,000 tons. 

In 1913 the United States. imported 
ME tons of rubber at a cost of £15,- 

,000. Should the United States re- 
quire 350,000 tons in 1925 at sli sald 
over is 6d per pound the cost would. i 
£60,000,000. In other words, the United 
States, according to the bank, would -be 
L able to have seven times the amount 
of rubb.r at about four times the pre- 
war cost.
